THREE council-run care homes 
have been given a glowing report 
from inspectors. 

The Gascoigne Road Care Home, 
Kallar Lodge and Millicent Preston 
House have been assessed during 
unannounced visits by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC). 

The inspectors said all three care 
homes were providing good quality 
services for residents and that the 
facilities met every single standard 
they were judged against. 

Councillor Linda Reason, cabinet 
member for adult services, said: “I 
am so pleased that these independent 
inspection reports highlight the good 
work being done to provide these 
essential services to some of our 
most vulnerable older people. 

“The judgement is a testament to

Inspectors said that staff at Kallar 
Lodge had a good rapport with the 
37 elderly residents at the home 
while Millicent Preston House was 
judged to be clean and well main¬ 
tained and noted for its additional 
living room and en-suite shower 
facilities. 

Cllr Reason added: “I’d like to 
praise the staff who work in all three 
homes for their continued hard work. 
It is the staff’s passion and dedica¬ 
tion to helping those they care for 
that makes such a positive contribu¬ 
tion to improving quality of life.”

Super paramedics 


A TEAM of super paramedics has 
been appointed by the London 
Ambulance Service. 

The 12 advanced paramedics will 
receive additional training and will 
respond to the most serious one to 
two per cent of life-threatening 
incidents in the capital from May. 

The new team will particularly 
treat patients who are suffering 
from cardiac arrest, continuous fits 
or people who are difficult to take 
to hospital. The super paramedics 
will also be able to administer 
more powerful drugs currently 
only given by doctors. 

Mark Whitbread, director of 
paramedic education and develop¬ 


ment, said: “We are very keen to 
develop the paramedic profession, 
but there is a lot more we can do by 
developing our paramedics as real¬ 
ly skilled clinicians. We believe 
that appointing advanced para¬ 
medics shows our determination to 
do better for patients and staff.” 

The advanced paramedics will 
have to undergo intensive training 
including a four day trauma course 
and an advanced paramedic sci¬ 
ence course at Hertfordshire 
University. 

Clinical team leader, Chelsey 
Pike, has been chosen as one of the 
super paramedics. 

She said: “I thought it was a new 


and exciting opportunity and I’m 
all for developing my career. The 
service is pioneering in terms of 
training and drugs trials and I think 
this will keep us at the forefront. 
It’s also a great promotional oppor¬ 
tunity that allows clinicians to 
remain largely clinical, rather than 
go into a managerial role.” 

The London Ambulance Service 
is planning to recruit another 24 
super paramedics.

the risk increases 
when you start frying 
several things at once.

Figures from the 
London Fire Brigade 
show an overall 25 per 
cent reduction in fires 
over the past year, but 
the number of chip 
pan fires in the capital 
bucks the trend. 

The statistics also 
revealed that there 
were 1,754 chip pan 
fires in London in the 
past five years. More 
than 500 people were 
injured and three 
people lost their lives.

FREEZING council 
tax for the sixth year 
running have been 
given the go-ahead. 

In Barking and 
Dagenham, it will 
remain at £1,016.40 
for the average Band 
D property. The level 
was agreed by coun¬ 
cillors last week. 

Deputy council 
leader Rocky Gill, 
cabinet member for 
finance, said: “We are 
committed to ensur¬ 
ing that, whenever we 
can, residents don’t 
suffer any council tax 
increase. 

“This is particularly 
important when fuel, 
food and bills contin¬ 
ue to rise, putting 
greater pressure on 
residents. This council 
tax freeze recognises 
households of all sizes 
and circumstances are 
being squeezed tighter 


and tighter by the eco¬ 
nomic climate.” 

Council officers 
will now work out 
what cutbacks are 
needed to meet the 
local authority’s esti¬ 
mated £165million 
budget for 2014/15. 

But Mr Gill added: 
“We will do our best 
to protect front-line 
services while 

accounting for every 
penny we spend.” 

The council’s fund¬ 
ing from the 
Government has been 
cut by £5 5m since 
2010 and will be 
reduced by £11.2m in 
2014/15 and a further 
£19.2m in 2015/16. 

Rents will go up 
1.9 per cent, equiva¬ 
lent to £1.69 a week, 
with a 13 per cent 
reduction of around 
£3.49 per week in 
service charges.

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BEATLEMANIA: The Bentley 
owned by Beatles manager 
Brain Epstein is up for sale

THE Bentley S3 once owned by Beatles 
manager Brian Epstein could sell for 
£70,000 at auction next month. 

The car, first registered 50 years ago on 
February 18, 1964, was Epstein’s first 
brand-new Bentley and still bears the origi¬ 
nal AJB 400B registration number. 

It is estimated that Epstein, known as ‘Mr 
25 Per Cent’ due to his cut of The Beatles’ 
gross income, earned £75 million in today’s 
money and spent some of it on buying this 
car to replace his second-hand Bentley SI. 

He ordered it in late 1963, with some 
assistance from the Beatles’ press officer 
Derek Taylor. The car was then collected 
from the dealer by Taylor and Lonnie 
Trimble, Epstein’s valet/chauffeur, as he was 
in the USA with the group. 

On February 22, 1964, The Beatles and 
Brian returned to the UK after appearing on 
the Ed Sullivan show and Taylor and Trimble 
were at Heathrow airport to collect Epstein 
in the new Bentley. Interviewed by Pathe 
News and asked “The four of you are going 
to be millionaires. Have you got time to 


actually spend this money?” the Beatles 
replied in unison: “What money?” And in 
response to: “Doesn’t he [Brian Epstein] give 
any to you?” George Harrison retorted: “No, 
no. Have you seen that car of his?” 

Two years later Epstein sold the car to a 
company called Sidney J. Dicks Ltd, while 
subsequent owners include a London solici¬ 
tor and Norman Boyack, a theatrical agent. 

In the same ownership for more than 25 
years, the S3 comes with a thick history file, 
detailing a bare metal re-spray as well as 
piston ring replacement and engine over¬ 
haul. The file also has copies of the original 
history sheet and chassis listing, DVLA and 
previous-owner correspondence, copies of 
press cuttings, a copy of the owner’s manu¬ 
al plus some expired MoTs and tax discs. 

The car is currently taxed and MoT’d, and 
includes a tool kit with jack and spare wheel, 
though the original radio has been convert¬ 
ed to one that receives the FM signal. 

Chris Routledge, of auctioneers Coys, who 
will be selling the car at their Spring Classics 
auction in London on March 11, estimates it 
will fetch between £40,000 and £70,000.

LEYTON ORIENT reclaimed top 
spot after Lloyd James’s brace of 
penalties saw them home to back- 
to-back wins over the lacklustre 
Robins last Saturday.
